Although his ilug ships can just hold their

llKsrofiixa Cii.u'E VAILH.—I .have worn 


crape for many years, and send to you a 
receipt for restoring it. 
Lay very smoothly 


and securely, over an ironing blanket, any 
black material, cotton or woolen; sponge a 
piece of black silk very wot, largo enough to 
take the size of a vail folded. Take out the 
hoius of tho vail or not as you please; lay it 
upon the wet t;ilk with aa few folds AH pos- 
sible; then lay over it another piece of wet 
silk, pinning it firmly at ono side and hold- 
ing the other; iron with a hot iron until tho 
crapo ia dry. Old folds can bo opened and 
basted near tho edge iu live or six layers, 
ironed nud lined with stiff black muslin, and 
they will look like now. I have only worn 
tho English crape, and do not know that the 
French can bo treated in this manner. A 
littlo alcohol in tbe water will remove dust 
spoU move readily, and can be put on the 
cro.pe without injury. 
Do not bo afraid to 


make a, trial of this, as it can be doiio over 
and over again without burin to the crape. 


Take an old piece of crape aud dip it into 


a cup of vinegar, and a sponge tho vail off 
with it. Thon pin the vail down nicely to a 
pillow and let it dry. 
Your veil will look 


like new. 


GENERAL BISECTIONS FOB PHEPAHISQ PICK- 


LK3.-—Pickles may bo made at any time du- 
ring the Winter or Spring, provided that 
you have roady cucumbers, grapes, or even 
peaches, which, having boon gathered fresh 
during their season, were put in a strong 
brino, and kept well there under tbe press- 
ure of weights, so as not to be exposed to 
tbe air. When you take tho vegetables or 
fruit out of brine soak for ft day or twain 
cold witter 
Then put them over tho fire in 


a kettle, covering them with weak vinegar. 
Let them goutly Himmer until parboiled, or 
rather tender,but by all moans guard against 
lotting them cook until soft. Cucumbers 
are ruined by long cooking, whicii destroys 
their orispness, and renders them almost in- 
odibla. Lat them remain in'this vinegar 
until you nro roiuly to supply the final Rea- 
soning and strong cider vinegar, needed for 
tha preparation of ell kinds of pickles. A 
delay of a weak will do no harm, although 
the process may be completed forthwith if 
you prefer. Tho horse-radish used in pickles 
must bo scraped and dried; the gurlio must 
bo soaked from throe to ten days, changing 
tho water once or twice ft day: tho milliard 
seed bruised; spices are put in without any 
preparation. 
When onions are used, they 


merely need to bo sliced and scalded. 


WINTER FOOD FOK HENS. 


On thin subject n correspondent writes : 


It should bo just as near as possible to what 
it in when they ara allowed to waudor around 
and pick up their own living in Summer. 
At Ibid time tboir food is « mixed nuluinl 
and vegetable diet. 
They consume ft vast 


number of worms, maggots, millers, grnss- 
hoppera, etc.. nlso nre constantly nibbling 
tho grass and other green vegetation, be- 
sides eating seeds. In Winter, worms, grass- 
hoppers and grass nre out of tho question, 
but their place may bo supplied by cheap 
moat and vegetables, often by tho refuse of 
tho family table. 
Beef heads and livers 


from the slaughter house make good meat 
diet for hens in Winter. 
Boof nud hog 


scraps, from which tbe tallow and lard have 
been pressed, wo hnvo found excellent for 
making hens lay. 
These can generally be 


bought for two cents a pound, and wo like 
them all tho better when the fat has not 
been pressed out too closely. 
A daily al- 


lowance of warm boiled potatoes, with an 
occasional bite of fresh cabbage, is duly ap- 
preciated by bens in Winter. 


As a substitute for the seeds which hens 


pick up in Summor, nothing is better than 
corn. No grain has more oil iu it than 
corn, aud without oil tho yelk of nn egg 
eiiiiiiot bo manufactured, for wo have seen 
tbat two-thirds of dry yelk is oil. lions are, 
however, like KOIIIO other bipeds in one re- 
spect, they like a variety. 
Wo should, there- 


fore, occasionally substitute buckwheat for 
corn, and, less often, ft few oats. Wheat- 
bran they relish very much, especially when 
mixed with corn-moal, made into a mush 
and fed warm. Tbe bmn contains much 
iiirtliy matter, which helps to form shells, 
and also outer.-; into tho composition of tho 
moat of nn egg, and thus makes it perfect 
for the formation of the future bird as well 
as for human nourishment. 


The best food wo have ever tried for hens 


in Winter is the preparation made at Brigh- 
ton, Slass., by steaming tha refuse bones, 
bloorl and flesh of tho animals slaughtered 
tboro, and afterward grinding tho dry com- 
pound. Mixing the preparation which is 
furnished very cheaply (about $10 per tun), 
with corn meal find wheat bran, arid feeding 
it to houR, wo have increased greatly the 
production of ogg.s in Winter. 
We have 


lometimos pounded up old bonos nnd clam- 
shells, but shall do KO no longer if we can 
continue to got the Brighton preparation, 
which seems to conlain nil the elements 
necessary for ogg manufacture except the 
farinncooiiH,nt present prices. 
lions like it, 


and it nmkoji them lay whether or no, as tho 
boys say. 


Puro fresh water in another point of no 


small importance for the Winter hennery. 
In tho Hummer, bens can drink from tho 
watering trough, tho brooks, anywhere they 
please, nnd their vegetable food is also nino 
tenths water ; but in Winter this water sup- 
ply is cut off, nnd must bo furnished : arti- 
ficially. 
A littlo buttermilk occasionally is 


nino gratefully received. 
Wo ;iro confidant 


that a little- more earn nf hen.1! in Winter will 


iblo tlie profit of the hennery.
